VICTOR K. RENSTEAD 
Seeking Third Election

Victor Bensiead 
Seeks 3rd Term 
As Councilman

Victor E. Benstead Jr., first 
elected to the city council in 
1952, opened his campaign for 
election to his third term this 
week.

A resident of Torrance since 
1921 and of the South Bay 
since he was a young child, 
Benstead has been identified 
through the years with civic ac­ 
tivities.

"I have served the people of 
Torrance as a city councilman 
for eight years, during that 
time, my first thought has 
been to represent them as 
homeowners in their many 
problems," he said.

HE WAS A member of the 
city's first civil service board 
for six years prior to his elec- 
tion to the city council, and 
spent most of that term as 
chairman.

Since his election to the 
council, lie lias served for six 
years as chairman of the police 
and fire commission. During 
that time he lias become award 
oT 1h<> extreme need for more 
police and fire protection, he 
said.

"We need additional fire sta­ 
tions to protect the city ade­ 
quately," Benstead said.

AS A CITY councilman dur­ 
ing the tremendous growth of 
the city, Benstead has taken 
part in directing that growth.

"Our building department has 
Issued and passed on a record 
number of building permits, 
and during my terms, I aided 
in the reorganization and plac­ 
ing of this department on a 
businesslike basis," ho said.

"(lovcrnmenl in a city of the 
size and present population of 
Torrance with its groat fujure 
possibilities for growth has be­ 
come big business, requiring 
councilman of experience, hon­ 
esty, integrity, and ability," he
added.
